Ciuill ends. This neerenefſe makes the 
Church call in the helpe of the State, 
to ſuccour and ſupport her, whenſoc- 
uer ſheeis preſſed beyond her ſtrength. 
And the ſame neecreneſſe makes the 
State call in for the feruice of the 
Church,both torcach chat duety which 
her members know not, and to cxhort 
themrto, and encourage them , in that 
ducty which they knowe. Ir is not 
long ſince Wee ordered the State to 
ſcrue the Church , and by a timely Pro- 
clamation {ctled the peace of it. And 
now the State lookes for the like afſi- 
ſtance from the Church, that She, and 
all her Miniſters,may ſeruc God and Vs, 
by preaching peace and vnity at home, 
that ir may beethe better able to reſiſt 
forraine force vniting and —— 
againſtir. And to the end that they,to 
whom Wee haute committed the go- 
ucrnement of the Church vnder Vs, 
may be the better able ro diſpoſe of the 
preſent occaſions, Wee hauc, with the 
aduice of Our Counſell , thoughtfir to 
ſend yato' you thelc -inſtruftions fol-

great. ſtrength which 


lowing,to be ſent by you to.the Biſhops 
of your Prouince,& luch other, Whom 
it may coacerne, and by them and their 
Officers directed to all the Miniſters 
throughout the ſeucrall Dioceſles, 
that according to theſe punQtually they 
may inſtruct and cxhort the people to 
ſcruc God and Vs, and labour by their 
y_ to diuert the dangers which 
ang oucr Vs. The danger in which We 
arc at thisrimeisgreat. It is increaſed 
by the late blow giuen Our good Vn- 
kle, the King of Denmarke , who is the 
chicfeperſon in thoſe parts, that oppo» 
{ed the ſpreading forces of Spaine. It hee 
cannot ubſilt, there is lictle or nothing 
left to hinder the Houſe of Auſtriatrom 
being Lord and Mattcr of Germany: 
And thar is a large and mighty Terito- 
ric, and ſuch, as ſhould it bee gotten, 
would make an open way for Spaine, to 
doc whart they pleaſcd in all the Welt 
part of Chriſtcndome.

if hee bce not preſently releeued, the 
cauſe of Religion is not onely likely to 
ſufter by it in ſome one part, ( as it hath 
already in a fearefull mannerin the Pa-.

py not preſently Our Allyes and Con- 
ederatcs in this caſe, it is like to prooue 
the cxtirpation of true Religion, and 
the replanting of Romiſh Superlti- 
tion in all the neighbouring parts of 
Chriftendome.

bufineſſe; It is the breach of Voitie, 
which is growne too. great and. com- 
mon among all ſorrs of men. Thedat- 
rof this goes farre: for inall Statesit 
h made way for cacmics tocncer. We 
haue by all mcancsendcauored Vnion, 
and require of you to preach it and 
Charirie,the mak of ut, catly in 
che cates ofthe peopke. We know their 
loyall hcarrs, and therefore wouder the 
more what ſhould cauſc diſtracted affe- 
tions. If you call ypon them ( which
